Cleveland Dead Against Cuba. 

It is doubtful if the cause of liberty was 
ever before opposed by as powerful a Ca- 
bal as that which finds its center in the 
whitehouse, the place of all places where 
liberty should find an abiding place and 
freedom from monarchial tyranny should 
be the watchword.

Before that they were full o 
fight, and it was their votes which pre- 
vented the passage of the  Dingley 
emergency bill. “‘No free coinage of sil- 
ver, no tariff,’’ was their talk, and they 
showed by their acts that they meant what 
they said. 

Silver Talk for Tariff Votes. 

It may be different now. When they 
walked out of the St. Louis convention, 
it was with the distinct declaration that 
they were in accord with the republican 
platform on everything except the money 
plank. This meant that they indorsed the 
tariff plank especially, for they were but 
the two issues. Before that they had 
made silver the overwhelming and over- 
powering issue, and they emphasized their 
position by walking out of their party 
councils and supporting Bryan. There is 
no real reason to believe that they have 
changed position concerning the relative 
merits of these two issues since Bryan's 
defeat, but there is no doubt of the fact 
that a good many of the men who pose 
as McKinley leaders believe that the votes 
of Teller, Dubois, et al. can be secured 
for the tariff bill if some sort of a move- 
ment toward silver legislation can be 
shown them. 

Hence the Wolcott mission abroad. 

That is its real meaning. The republican 
plan of campaign involves first and fore- 
most the early passage of a tariff bill. 
The series of disastrous failures which 
came right on the heels of the triumphant 
election of the “advance agent cf pros- 
perity’’ has made a good many of them 
decidedly leery on this return-of-prosperity 
business, and they are getting desperate. 
They believe a republican tariff bill will 
help restore confidence; and they are 


willing to go to any lengths to secure that 
end.

The 
tariff maker of the incoming administra- 
tion is the man who made that adminis- 
tration—the henoreble Mr. Hanna, of 
Ohio, and Georgia. 

It is all fixed. The boys who put up 
the big money for the republican cam- 
paign fund will get what they ask. The 
committee may be allowed to dispose of the 
modest requests of the other fellows, but 
the men who were the renl thing with 
Markie when he went the rounds with his 
little are not worrying:

Michael Tobin, of Ba’ iwinsville, N. Y., 
was the first speaker. '1e Siqgl the tobacco 
growers of New York st* vere badly in 
need of relief at the h.e..* of congress. 
They had suffered throu, arue importation 


of Sumatra tobacco to the extent that 
their production had fa’'cn from 35,000 cases 
annually to 12,000 cases. He thought that 
a return to the rate of duty imposed by 
the McKinley bill, $1.50 per pound on Suma- 
tra wrapper, would be adequate to protect 
the domestic producer. 

The: chairman asked Afr. Tobin if he 
could account for the fact that the for- 
eign price of Sumatra wrappers had gone 
up in the same proportion as the rate of 
duty had been reduced—from $2 a pound 
under the McKinley act to $1.50 under the 
Wilson act, but Mr. Tobin could give no 
reason for it, unless it was under the law 
of supply and demand. 

The next witness was J. S. Vandueser, of 
Horseheads, N. Y., who said that he rep- 
resented the tobacco growers of the Che- 
mung valley, which comprised a few coun- 
ties in southern New York and a few of 
the northern counties of Pennsylvania. He 
argued that $2 a pound on wrappers, while 


apparently an exorbitant tax ad valorem, 
was not really exorbitant when the differ- 
ence in the cost of labor was taken into 
consideration. 

‘“‘How is it,’’ Mr. MaMillin said after the 
witness had made a rather long political 


argument, ‘‘that Sumatra tobacco which 
costs $1.20 a pound drives out domestic to- 
bacco, which costs from 10 to 15 cents a 


| pound?” 


“It is hbecause,’’ the’ witness answered, 
“of the foolishness of the American people 
in thinking that because a thing is im- 
ported it is of necessity better.’’ 

Mr. MceMillin—‘‘You think ,hat is all there 

‘ig in it?’ ' 

The Witness—‘*That is all in it.’’ 

Mr. MeMillin—‘What rate of duty do you 
suggest ?’’ 


The Witness+“T don’t want at this time 
to advise the committee. I would like to 
have a rate of duty which I do not think 
there is courage enough in the party to 
impose. (Laughter.) I would like to have 
a rate of duty which TI believe the cigar 
men, the leaf men, the growers and the 
smokers would all agree to. I would have 
a rate of duty which would substantially 
keep out this Sumatra tobacco, or at least 
cut down its importation largely. I dare 
not ask this. of you, because I do not be- 
lieve you are in a situation to give it to 
us.’’ (Renewed laughter.) 

Subsequently, in an incidental manner, 
the witness suggested $6 a pound the 
rate of duty which he would like to have 
imposed. 

An Ex-Mayor Talks. 

Frederick A. Schroeder, ex-mayor of 
Brooklyn, rext addressed the committee 
as a representative of the Tobacco board 
of trade of New York citv. He said his 
firm dealt as largely in domestic tobacco 
as in foreign tobacco, and he did not wish 
to be regarded by the committee as a rep- 
resentative of the importers of tobacco. 
The last time he had appeared. before the 
committee was in 1890, and he had then 
protested on behalf .of the importers 
against a differential rate of duty on the 
wrapper leaf. He had said at that time 
that such a rate would not permanently 
benefit the domestic grower, but would 
very much discourage and injure the bus- 
of cigar making. He thought he 
could prove that what he had said then 
had come true. He had put in writing the 
argument which he desired to submit and 
he proceeded to read it. 

He recommended the change of duty on 
leaf tobacco from a differential of $1.50 per 
pound on wrappers and 35 tents a pound 
on fillers to a uniform specific rate on all 
unstemmed leaf tobacco, with a reasonable 
addition, also specific, not exceeding 40 per 
cent on stemmed leaf. As the@> two grades 
could be readily distinguished by ocular in- 
spection, there was no valid objection to a 
discriminating rate. The experience of the 
past six years had amply demonstrated 
that with the most careful efforts the 
present law could not be justly adminis- 
tered. The discrimination was no longer 
demanded by the large mass of farmers, 
who had discovered that they could not 
overcome the demand for the Samatra, ex- 
cept by a prohibitive duty, which would be 
destructive to the cigar industry. He be- 
lieved a rate of 50 cents a pound on im- 
ported leaf tobacco was all the trade could 
stand. 

The chairman called Mr. Sechroeder’s at- 
tention to the fact that the foreign price 
of Sumatra tobacco had largely gone up 
between 1893, when the duty was $2 a 
pound, and 1896, when tne duty was $1.50, 
and asked whether the foreigners had taken 
advantage of the reduction in duty to put 
up the price in a corresponding degree. 

Mr. Schroeder did not GCoincide in that 
view, remarking that the increase in price 
was larger -between 1893 and 1896~—75 cents 
a pound—during which period the McKin- 
ley act was in force, than it was between

1894 and 1896. Besides the consumption of 
Sumatra tobacco was not limited to the 
United States. It was used for cigar 
wrappers in every country in*Europe. He 
added that there was no market anywhere 
for American wrappers. 

“You might well,”” said he, “tell a 
woman that calico is just as good as silk: 
that it will wear as well*and is much 
cheaper. While silks are in the market 
the woman will have the silks.”’

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WORK OF WRECKERS 


Superintendent Newbeld Writes of the 
Cababa Horror. 


MAKES HIS OFFICIAL REPORT 


Railroader Submits to the Alabama 
Commission the Details of the 
Recent Accident. 


+. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 4.—(Special.)— 
Superintendent Newbold, of the South and 
North and Birmingham Mineral divisions 
of the Louisville and Nashville system, 
has filed with the Alabama railroad com- 
mission a complete report relative to the 
wreck on the Cahaba river bridge on De- 
cember 27th, in which twenty-six lives were 
lost. : 

The railroad gompany’s report is full of 
interest. It shows apparently beyond ques- 
tion, that the disaster was the result of a 
criminal and deliberkte attempt to wreck 
the train. : 

The report shows that the bridge and 
the track over it are the property of the 
Seuthern Railway Company, and that the 
Louisville and Nashville division operates 
trains over it under contract. The report 
shows the train was on time when the ac- 
cident occurred; that the engine was one 
of the newest and best in the service, be- 
ing made by the Rogers Locomotive works 
and being Yirted--by them so hi; . that it 
was placed on exhibitiore—'y? them at the 
Atlanta exposition as a spe¢dimem of their 


fine Work. a 
ere new, 


having been built at the works at| Decatur 
within the past eight months and having 
been operated on this division daily for 
four months. The pussenger coaches were 
also strong, comparatively good and with- 
out visible defects. There was nothing in 
the engine or any of the cars that could 
have contributed to the accident. 

The bridge is reported as being a most 
substantial one. It was entirely of iron 
and was built on heavy stone supports. All 
of the detaiis of the bridge were worked 
out in splendid manner, the construction 
being done according to the most approved 
plans. The Keystone Bridge Company built 
the bridge in 189 and regarded it as a 
mode! of its kind. Nothing has occurred 
since it was turned over to the company 
to indicate any fault for weakness what- 
ever in its construction. The track over 
the bridge was of heavy steel rails, was 
perfectly straight, apparently, up to the 
time of the wreck, in perfect condition and 
had been officially inspected in detail a 
month before the tragedy occurred. In ad- 
dition to this the track which was used by 
both railroads was constantly inspected by 
the officers appointed for that purpose. 

For five days previous to the wreck the 
fume engine and cars were used on that 
run, and an examination of the etatements 
attached to the report shows that the to- 
tal weight of the train was about 179 tons.- 
As suggested by the report, when it is 
considered that every day freights weigh- 
ing as much and more than &00 tons passed 
over the bridge, the theory that the struc- 
ture gave way under the weight of the 
light passenger, without contributing 
cause, appears physically impossible. 

Aside, however, from all of this physical 
testimony tending to show that the bridge 
could not have been wrecked excepting by 
designing persons the report states that 
the company has much evidence to show 
that a fiend or fiends wrecked 
The superintendent states, however, that 
he deems it inadvisable at this time to 
put such evidence on record, as this might 
possibly defeat the arrest and conviction 
of the guilty parties.

SENATOR MORGAN EXPLAINS. 


Alabamian Writes a Letter To Mobile 
Board of Trade. ' 

Mobile, Ala., January 4.—The Mobile 
chamber of commerce made public yester- 
day the following letter from Senator John 
T. Morgan, of Alabama, which was re- 
ceived by the chamber in reply to some 
resolutions adopted by that body relative 
to the war in Cuba: 

“United States Senate, Washington, 
C., December 24, 1896.—To Mr. A. Pope 
John, Secretary. Dear Sir: In* reply to 
their resolutions please say to the Mobile 
chamber of commerce that, in my ad- 
vocacy of the Cameron resolution, relating 
to Cuba, [I have not found it necessary to 
consult or quote any fact or any authority 
outside of the recent annual message of 
the president. I have not: claimed authori- 
ty as a senator to assist in protecting any 
rights except those of our own non-com- 
batative citizens who reside in Cuba or 
have property on that tsland. 

“Those rights have the three-fold protec- 
tion of the laws of nations, the treaties we 
have with Spain and of humanity. 

“As to the Cubans, I have the sort of 
compassionate sympathy for them that as 
a private American citizen, I am justified 
in feeling and expressing when the tyran- 
ny of absolutism urges a war of extermi- 
nation against a people as numerous as 
the peopie of Alabama and inflict upon 
them cruelties that only Turkey and Spain 
practice against those who claim liberty of 
conscience and the liberty of self-govern- 
ment. I will have to re-educate Inyself 
and forget the history of Alabama learned 
before I can unlearn the lessons I have 
been taught as to the value of those 
blessings to all mankind. 

“I am not capable of weighing these 
rights and aspirations for liberty in seales 
that are adjusted only to Weigh the gains 
and losses of trade. Nor de I believe that 
any Alabamian would have me so far mis- 
represent a gallant and Christian people 
The bourbon rulers of Spain will neve al- 
low peace to reign in (Cuba while Hiose 
people are animated with the hope that 
they may enjoy liberties such as our peo- 
ple have. They must remain the slavish 
feudatories of Spain without the right fo 
life or liberty except at the will of the 
Spanish race, or they must perish. 

“That sort of despotism will so constant- 
ly vex our people that our government will 
not long be able to restrain them from 
doing violence to our own laws in order 
to drive such tyrants from our borders. 
If the Cubans fail in this, the fourth in-; 
Surrection in this country, thev will rise 
again and again until they have escaped 
from the hand of the oppressors. Seeing 
this, I do not understand how it can be 
“possible for us to avoid being drawn into 
_ vortex of their troubles sooner of 
ater. 

“These are not ‘distant war operations,’ 
and we are in proper respect for the pres- 
ident bound to accept his statement of 
the facts, which more than confirm the 
‘newspaper reports’ against which the 
chamber of commerce warns us. 

“It is not ‘hasty action’ to demand that 
the murder of our citizens should cease; 
that those who are unlawfully imprisoned 
should be released, and that those unlaw- 
fully condemned to death or long terms of 
imprisonment in Africa should at. least 
enjoy the right of civil trial in conformity 
With our treaties with Spain. All these 
crimes, and even worse crimes, ara im- 
puted to both Spain and the Cubans in the 
message of the president. 

“The president denies that our people or 
our government is guilty of any ‘intru- 
sion into the domestic affairs of a people 
foreign to us in race, mnguage and in- 
> gia and I prefer to accept his de- 
nial. 

“The commercial interests of our people 
are well entitled to our most careful con- 
sideration, but when the robber has felled 
his victim in the highway it is better that 
the United States should give the wounded 
man a little wine and pour oll into his 
wounds rather than to be led by even our 
‘fcommercial interests’ to pass by him on 
the other side. With great respect, etc.,

Senator Carter was accompanied by Mr. 
J. L. Sibley, chairman of the populist ex- 
ecutive committee. 


It was the first time Senator Carter had 


ever seen Judge Sweat, and it was the first 
glimpse the judge had ever had of the big, 
blonde senator. It was. only. a fleeting 
glimpse. 

Senator Carter walked into the ante- 
room, where a number of gentlemen inter- 
ested in the case were gathered. Mr. Fel- 
der was with the crowd, having left Judge 
Sweat in his office. 

The senator leaned over a desk and made 
some corrections upon a sheet upon which 
the names of the witnesses were given. 

He turned. .to Mr. Felder and placed the 
charges in his hands. 

The chairman took them tnto his office, 
wheré the friends of Judge Sweat were 
gathered. : ;

No Prosecuting Lawyer. 

During the morning Chairman Felder and 
Senator Carter held a consultation upon the 
question as to who would be employed to 
take the charges up in legal manner against 
the judges. 

“I do not think that it should rest. with 
me to employ counsel,” said Senator Carter. 
“My duties end when I outline the evidence 
and furnish the names of the witnesses. It 
will be with the state to take the mat- 
ter up.”’ 

Mr. Felder said that he did not think It 
was necessary for any outside attorney to 
be employed. All members of the commit- 
tee were attorneys and they could perform 
what work was necessary in the question- 
ing of witnesses and handling the case. 

To Summon Witnesses. 

The committee to arrange preliminaries 
will begin the work of summoning wit- 
nesses today. Another consultation will be 
held this morning and the subpoenas, which 
were printed yesterday, will be ordered sent 
out to the witnesses named by Senator Car- 
ter. 

Judge Sweat’s Reply. 

To all of the charges which have been 
made by Senator Carter, Judge Sweat has 
made reply. The reply, with the list of 
witnesses, is a full statement of the posi- 
tion of Judge Sweat. Replying to . the 
charges originally made in the senate, 
Judge Sweat says: 


“Hon. Thomas B. Felder, Jr., Chairman 


Committee, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: In re- 
sponse to the senate resolution requesting 
him to name the particular judges of the 
state, and to specify in writing the charges 
against them, Hon. Yancey Carter, the 
senator from the thirty-first district, pre- 
sented an article from The Atlanta Look- 
ing Glass, under date of September 9, 1899, 
making sensational and scandalous charges 
against a Georgia judge, and named me as 
the judge referred to, according to his in- 
formation. 

“The matter having been transmitted to 
the house of represenfatives, the commit- 
tee of which you have the honor to be 
chairman was appointed to make an in- 
vestigation and report to an adjourned 
session of the legislature. 

“Your committee having organized, 
adopted certain rules of procedure, under 
which, as I understand them, Senator Car- 
ter has been given an opportunity of filing 
the list of his witnesses, with a statement 
of the facts expected to be proven by them, 
in support of The Looking Glass article, 
to enable you to determine whether the 
evidence sought is material, relevant and 
admissible, and if desired whether they 
shall be brought before the:committee for 
examination at the expense of the state, 
the same right and privilege being accord- 
ed me in making my defense to the charges 
made and implied in The Looking Glass 
article. on 

“Under the burden of proof resting upon 
Senator Carter to establish the truth of 
The Looking Glass article, presented and 
preferred as the distinct charge made 
against me, and which [I have, therefore, 
been put on notice to meet, while I have re- 
alized his utter inability to carry the bur- 
den thus assumed and placed upon him by 
every correct rule of evidence and of proper 
procedure, yet, assuming he would under- 
take to do so, I have, in the limited time 
allowed, and as far as I could 
without a sacrifice my judicial 
duties, prepared to. meet suc- 
cessfully the charges so made and im- 
plied as aforesaid, as best I could. I, there- 
fore, submit and file with you the following 
list of witnesses to be subpoenaed and 
brought before the committee on the 12th 
instant, for examingtion, and at the ex- 
pense of the state, with a brief statement 
of the facts to be proven by them:

They will corroborate the testimony of 
Mrs. D. M. Crosby as to the circumstances 
of her visit to Indian Spring, and the Saw 
mission of D. M. Crosby to bail. 

“W. A. Elder, Sr., Indian Spring, Ga. He 
will testify to the visit of Mrs. S. A. 
Crosby and her neiee, Mrs. D. M. Crosby, 
to the spring and to their stopping at his 
house, and to the only‘occasion of my call- 
ing while they were there being the after- 
noon when it rained very hard. 

“B. A.. Collier, Indian Spring, Ga., will 
testify he was in charge of the Wigwam 
hotel in the summer of 1895; that I was a 
welcome guest there, went and cOme of my 
own accord, and that no request, suggestion 
or intimation was ever made to me to va- 
cate my room or leave the hotel on account 
of complaints or for any cause. 

“John Byas, Indian Spring, Ga., will ¢es- 
tify to my meeting several women at 
the spring one morning from G. 
Faulkner’s house, waiting on them, 
dipping and handing them water, 
and seeing us all walk off about the 
same time together, and that G. Faulkner 
afterwards told him all he was after was 
to try and make some money out of me 
by claiming I had made an improper re- 
mark to or in the presence of the ladies. 

“GJ. Holton, near Baxley, in Appling 
county, Georgia, who will testify to all the 
circumstances of D. M. Crosby being 
admitted to bail by consent and without 
contest, and of his subsequent fair and im- 
partial trial and acquittal. 

“John Hamilton, near Baxley, in Appling 
county, Georgia, will testify to.being a ju- 
ror on first trial of D. M. Crosby, which 
was fair and impartial, and after two days 
and nights a mistrial being deciared, the 
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| jury standing eight for‘acquittal and four 


for conviction for manslaughter, he being 
one of those for conviction. 

“W. F. Boone, Baxley, Ga., will testify 
to being on the jury last trying D. M. 
Crosby and acquitting him; to the fairness 
and impartiality of the court, and that the 
jury acquitted him because they finally 
reached the conclusion that, under the 
truth of the evidence, he was not guilty. 

“E. D. Nash, Appling county, Georgia, 
will testify he was foreman of the jury 
acquitting D. M. Crosby, and will fully 
corroborate W. F. Boone. 

S. V. Jeffords, near Waycross, Ga., will 
testify that he was a guest at the Elder 
house the same week Mrs. 8S.

This wit- 
ness has not been located definitely, buf ‘1s 
reported to be in Brunswick, and she will 
testify to having been chambermald at 
the Wigwam hotel during the summer of

umbrella the afternoon of the hard rain 
while she was engaged in putting water 
and towels in there for the evening, and 
to my requesting her to put a table in my 
room on which to,<do some writing -that 
night, from which’; mark, heard by cer- 
tain ladies sitting’ near by at the time, 
the gossips started that the lady with me 
there that afternoon must be my stenog- 
rapher.

Baltimore, January 4.—Richard D. Cor- 
nelius, one of the oldest and best known 
bank cashiers of this city, committed sui- 
cide today. His body was found in the

ganization were first The dis- 
content grew: in volume so rapidly that 
the ‘members returned to Atlanta a 
petition was got up for the purpose of 
wiping out all the officers of the battery. 
It ran something like this: 

"We, the undersigned, members of the 
Atlanta Artillery, do hereby request that 
each and every commissioned, as well as 
non-commissioned, officer give in his 
resignations at once, the same to go into 
effect immediately, whether it be in writ- 
ing or verbally.’

Harper's Successor Not Chosen. 

At this point a question was raised as to 
the advisability of electing a successor to 
Superintendent of Electrical Control T. J. 
Harper. Mayor Collier stated that under 
the law the superintendent must be nomi- 
nated by the board of electrical control, 
and that as the board had not been ap- 
pointed it would not be possible for the 
nomination and election to be made at last 
night’s meeting. He said it would be best 
to allow the matter to go over until the 
next meeting of the council, so that the 
ability and recommendations of the candi- 
dates for the place can be considered. 

Alderman Tolbert thought the election 
should be held according to the law re- 
quiring that the superintendent be elected 
at the first meeting, but by reason of the 
inconsistency of the two laws the matter 
was postponed. 

Alderman Dimmock was then called to 
the chair and the business meeting began. 
The first matter of interest taken up was 
the presentation of a petition of the Atlan- 
ta baseball club to be allowed to play 
games of ball at either Brisbine or Pied- 
mont park. The petition was adopted by 
the council on motion of Mr. Culberson, of 
the seventh ward. 


Captain Moon’s Job at Stake. 

Mr. Peters, of the sixth ward, sprung a 
resolution at this point which effects the 
position of Captain Z. B. Moon, messenger 
of the council. The resolution authorizes 
the mayor to appoint a secretary at a 
Salary of $1,200 per year, the same paid the 
messenger. Mr. Peters stated that the 
resolution was introduced at the request of 
the mayor. The point was made that Cap- 
tain Moon was elected messenger for a 
term of two years and that his term will 
not. expire until July next. It is said that 
the new mayor desires to appoint a new 
secretary to take the place of Captain 
Moon. The resolution was referred to the 
ordinance committee and the city attorney.

NEW MAYOW ON THE WORK OF 


Address of Mayor Collier Before Genera 


LOuNG! 
Un Assuming Office Last Night. 


Mayor Collier’s inaugural address to the council last night contained much that 
is vital to the Interests of the city. It touched upon all the main issues that will 
come before the new administration. 

It sets forth at the outset the financial difficulty under which the new mayor 
and council will have to work—a reduced tax rate. This reduction in tax cuts 
down the city’s income for the year to the tune of $140,000. This deficit will have to 
be met by the city’s financiers in some way, and it seems that some departments 


will have to suffer. 

The new mayor recommends that the contract with Venable Bros. for city hall 
quarters be abrogated and a new contract made. 

He advocates the extension of Alabama street and makes other important rec- 
ommendations concerning the various departments of the city government. 

The address in full is as follows: 


“Gentlemen of the General Council— We have been selected by the voters of At- 
lanta to administer for them a most important trust. Into our hands has been 
placed the authority of exercising the powers of government over an exceptionally 
prosperous and progressive municipality, and the manner of the exercise of that 
authority will go far toward determining whether the city we all love so well shall 
continue to grow and prosper, or whether, for the first time in its history, its 
growth and progress shall be stayed. Upto this hour, in spite of a long continued 
and severe financial depression, and the consequent stagnation in almost all lines 
of business, the growth of Atlanta has been steady and continuous, and the year 
just closed has been in some respects the most prosperous in her history. However 
dark the outlook may have been, the loyalty of her people has never wavered. 
Conditions which have almost paralyzed other communities have but nerved her 
people to greater effort, and intensified their faith in her splendid future. In un- 
dertaking the responsibilities which have been placed upon us let us not by a care- 
less or extravagant management of the affairs of the city nullify those efforts or 
weaken that faith, but rather let us still further strengthen and encourage the ad- 
mirable spirit of our people by determining here and now that the administration 
of 1897 shall be in fact and in truth a business administration, in the fuilest accep- 
tation of the term, and let us bring to the discharge of our duties the same devo- 
tion to the public interest, the same foresight and intelligence, and, above all, the 
same economy that the careful business man exercises in the conduct of his own 
affairs in troublous times. Let us put behind us all considerations of a personal or 
selfish character, and tn all our acts have regard solely to the public good. One of 
the most potent factors In the prosperity of our city in the past has been the una- 
nimity with which all classes of our citi zens have worked together for the common 
welfare. With rare exceptions has there been anything like a factional division 
between our people to jeopardize the peace and prosperity of the city. Let us see 
that nene shal! exist In uny department of the city government; neither the per- 
sonal nor the political ambitious of any man or set.of men connected with city af- 
fairs should, for a single moment, be permitted to interrupt the harmonious and 
effective operation of any branch of the government. Under the most favorable 
auspices the year just ending will be fraught with many difficulties, and it will re- 
quire the continued and harmonious efforts of each and every department to as- 
sure the continuance of that prosperity which has placed and kept Atlanta in the 
front rank of American cities of her class. 


Financial Problem That Must Be Solved. 


“For the first time in the history of the city, we are required by a recent 
amendment of the charter,’to administer the city government upon a reduced 
tax rate; a rate which, upon the basis of lust year’s valuations, will lessen the 
annual revenue over $140,000, equal to about one-seventh of the total income. 

“The problem of maintaining the various departments at their present stand- 
ard of efficiency, and at the same time continue the system of public improve- 
ments upon a scale commensurate with the continued and rapid growth of the 
city, is a serious one, and will demand the most careful and.intelligent thought 
of this body. Atlanta is by no meauis a finished city. Demands absolutely 
imperative in their nature will be made upon you for public imprayements es- 
sential to the comfort and happiness of the whole people, and it is lly to say 
that these demands shal) be entirely ignored, or held in - abeyance in order that 
this, that, or any department of the government may be permitted to absorb 
the general fund to enlarge the scope of such department. A vigorous pressure 
will be brought to bear upon each and every member of this body in favor of 
large, and in some instances, of increased, appropriations for certain depart- 
ments. I most earnestly urge upon you the importance and necessity of inves- 
tigating closely and unsparingly every estimate of appropriation desired by the 
various departments, and ghat no appropriation be made which, in the opinion 
of this body, is not absolutely necessary for the proper and efficient maintenance 
of such department upon a basis of economy in keeping with the times. Of 
course. in your first apportionment it will be impossible to determine with accur- 
acy the amount of money which will be at your disposal. The decline in values, 
due to the long continued and severe financial depression may reduce the ex- 
pected income much more than the $140,000 which we lose by the reduction of 
the tax rate, and it, therefore, becomes al] the more important that the great- 
est economy should be exercised in your initial apportionment, so that a com- 
fortable margin may be between expected receipts and disbursements. 
It is much easier to increase an apportionment made than to reduce it 
after it has been made. There ure quite a number of items of expenditure 
which are in the nature of fixed charges and must be provided for at all haz- 
ards, but I am firmly of the opinion that there is hardly a department of the 
administered at its present degree of efficiency at 
a very considerable reduction of expenses. Apply to these departments the 
same rule which, as prudent business men, you apply to your own affairs, and I 
am sure you will find opportunities to save to the taxpayer money which can 
be more advantageously expended for the general good in other directions. In 
times of profound business depression, such as we are now passing through, the 
prudent merchant, the guccessful manufacturer and the prosperous corporation, 
recognize the importance and necessity of a curtailment of expenses, along the 
lines of their operations and they are quick to take action to effect this result. 
The reasons for such action are equally if not more potent in the case of the 
municipal government, whose main revenue is de- 
rived from taxes drawn from a people already burdened to the limit of en- 
durance. In view of these facts, let the spirit.of economy and retrenchment 
which pervades and controls every department of business and domestic life be 
made a living reality in your administration of the city government, and though 
you muy be abused by the comparatively few who are directly interested, vou will 
receive from the great mass of taxpayers the plaudit of ‘well done good and 
faithful ; 

A Limit to Departmental Expenses. 

“In this connection I desire expressly to direct your attention to the provision 
in the city charter requiring that the annual expenses shall be so restricted as not 
to exceed the annual income of the city after’ paying interest on her bonded 
debt. and that a surplus of $175,000 in cash shall be annually turned over by the 
mayor and general council to their successors; and to the further provisions of 
an existing ordinance, which declares it to be unlawful! for any board, officers 
or department of said city to vote or expend, or incur liability of obligation for 
any amount in excess of the annual appropriation made by the mayor and gen- 
one’ council to or for such board, officer or department for any year. Thus 
the obligation is upon this body to restrict their appropriations so as not to 
exceed the annual income, and a like obligation is upon every board, officer and 
government to hold themselves and their departments, 
and obligations, strictly within the limits of the amount 
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government which cannot be

“Relteving that the present system of collecting the taxes. due the city was 
about tre worse that could be devised, I had the honor of presenting to your pre- 
decessors, through their eommittee om legislation, a different, and as I believe, @ 
much better plan, the #doption of which would have saved the city a considera- 
ble sum and would at the same time have been much less burdensome to the 
taxpayers. ‘The plan as presented met the approval cf the committee, and was 
reported back favorably to the general council, When, after being amended in 
certain minor particulars, it was passed by an almost unanimous vote and ap- 
proved by the rmiuvyor. After its introduction in the legislature (being an amend- 
ment to the charter), it was, on motion of the gentlemen having it in charge, 
again smended in a material particular and its efficiency, in a very considerable 
degree, impaired if not destroyed. -I am thus particular in referring to this mat- 
ter because I want it clearly understood by this body and the public that the 
amendment to the charter on this subject, as passed by the last legislature, is 
a very different measure from that which at my request was favorably reported 
to your predecessors by their committee on legislation. I am free to say, how- 
ever, that the amendment, such as it is, is in some respects an improvement on 
the present plan, and I respectfully recommend that this subject matter be at 
once referred to the appropriate committee for the preparation of an ordinance 
to carry the same into effect. The severe and long continued illness throug 
which I have but recently passed, and the consequent physical weakness from 
which I have rot yet recovered, have rendered it impossible for me to give to the 
various departments of the city government that study which it was my purpose 
to have dune before my installation. Such Feing the case, I shall not attempt 
at this time to review the work of the departments, but will content myself by 
calling your attention to certuin matters ° % general character requiring more 
or less prompt action by your body. ; 


Recommends New Negotiations for City Hall. 


‘The contract heretofore entered into between the city and Messrs. Venable 
Bros. for new quarters for the various city offices in the building which it 
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ing, having become inoperative by reasoj of the failure of “said parties to pro- 
ceed with the erection of such build‘ng, I would recommend that such» «on- 


tract be formally abrogated by thecity, and that the committee on pub 


buildings and grounds proceed at once to secure a lease on suitable quarters for 
such offices. We are at present mesbly tenants at will in this building, and 
while it is possible that we might be permitted to remain here indefinitely under 
the present arrangement, it is altogether better that a contract should be made 
for a definite term. I have no doubt such a contract can be made with the own- 
ers of this building on the basis of a very considerable reduction of present 
rental if it is the desire of this body to remain here. I am of the opinion, how- 
ever, that any arrangement which contemplates retention of the present of- 
fices should provide for additional space. Almost all of the offices are in a 
crowded condition and require more room for the safe and ‘expeditious transac- 
tion of the city’s business. Arnple facilities should provided for these offices, 
not only as a matter of economy in the conduct of business but as a matter of 
greater convenience for the public. 

“The five years’ paving contract with Messrs. Venable Bros. expired on Jan- 
uary Ist, and it will be necessary to make other arrangements if any permanent 
Street work is contemplated during the present year. Il am of the opinion, how- 
evé¥, that for the present.at least this character of public improvement should 
be ‘suspended. Atlanta has now more miles of paved streets than any city of her 
size in the United States. The main thoroughfares ure all paved, as are most ef 
the important cross and side Streets, and until there is a sure and certain return 
of prosperous times no further burdens of this character should be placed upon 
the people, except in case of urgent necessity, and then only with the consent of 
those who must bear the expense of the work. 

“In no event should the city again enter into a contract for work of this 
character for a period of years, or even for one year. |] um Satistied that the in- 
terests of the city will be best subserved, that better work will be secured at 
less cost by advertising for bids for each Separute parcel of work and letting each 
parcel to the lowest fesponsible bidder. Competition will thus be stimulated and 
the consequent advantages ail inure to the benefit of the CH. 

“It would: also suggest 4s u matter deserving your caretul and serious atten- 
tion the importance of a complete and thorough revision of the paving laws now 
of force. Uriginally crude anu ili-digested, they have been changed and amended 
until the proverbiai Philadelphia lawyer wouid hesitate to declare their true intent 
and meaning. These laws, affecting us they do, the property rights of every land 
owner in the city, should be so pialill al.d Simple as to be readily understvod by 
every one and should provide but One lorm ol procedure applicable to all streets. 
No street should be paved except upon the voluntary petition of property holders 
OWhIng uw Majority of the trontage and ampl: @pportunity lur dissenting owners 
to be heard in paving, atter written notice of time and 
place of hearing shall have been served upon them. Contractors should be pro- 
hibited under suitable penalties from soliciting, personally or by agents, signatures 
fo petitions for paving and should be required to file with their bid an affidavit 
that they had not directly or indirectly violated either the letter or the spirit of 
this provision, With such requirements as these and with suitable ordinances ag 
to Specifications and inspection of work, rigidly enforced, the complaints which 
have been so prevalent against this department will speedily disappear. 

“While we may not hope to do much if any permanent street work this year, 
I trust that it will be found possibie, to a limited extent at least, to continue the 
work commenced by the last administration of leveling up and relaying the block 
on some of the more important centra! streets. The appearance of these streets 
is by no means complimentary to the city. and the judicious expenditure of a 
small sum in this direction will prove a good investment.

When the tariff makes prices higher, by 
what process are consumers to be given 
increased ability to buy? As nothing 
has been said about this matter at the 
tariff hearings, it is to be presumed that 
the republicans simply intend to go gaily 
if blindly along the old route. 

We have no objection to that, for if 
the road to prosperity lies in the direc- 
tion of a high tariff, or a higher tariff, 
or a still h*cher tariff, it should be form- 
ulated and levied at once. We shall not 
make mouths at prosperity, no matter 
by what methods it is brought back. If 
the republicans can bring it back by 
means of high or higher taxation, well 
and good. It will still be prosperity, 
and will be just as enjoyable as if it had 
come by some other route.

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The Fate of Congressional Measures. 

Vhat percentage of the measures in- 
troduced by our national law-makers 
find their way into the congressional 
trash basket? 

This question is answered in a very 
complete and interesting manner by 
Professor Mark W. Harrington, presi- 
dent of the University of Washington. 
In a lecture which-he recently delivered 
to the students of the university on 
“How We Are Governed,’ Professor 
Harrington, who was at one time a fed- 
eral office-holder, pointed out some of 
the many difficulties incident to our 
complex system of legislation, and, 
among other things, he: discussed the 
fate of congressional measures. 

Of one thousand bills introduced in 
the house during the last session of con- 
gress, using this number merely for the 
sake of convenience, Professor Harring- 
ton shows that only forty bills, or barely 
4 per cent, were enacted into laws. As for 
the remainder no less than 830 were 
buried in the committee rooms; eighty 
died of neglect, after having been favor- 
ably reported to the house; thirty failed 


to pass because of adverse action; twen- 


ty were killed in the senate; and one 
received the president’s veto. 

So much for the record of the house. 
In the senate, which is generally sup- 
posed to be amore conservative body, 
only a slight improvement is noted. Of 
a thousand bills introduced in the upper 
branch of congress barely fifty were 
enacted into statutes. In disposing of 
the balance, 610 were destroyed by the 
various committees of the senate; thirty 
were never taken up, although reported 
tavorably; 100 met with straightout de- 
feat on the floor of the senate chamber; 
200 were defeated in the house, and ten 
were vetoed by the president. 

From these figures it will be observed 
that most of the time of our law-mak- 
ers is taken up with the consideration of 
measures which are absolutely worth- 
less. To those who have given the sub- 
ject but little thought, the disclosure 
made by Professor Harrington will be 
in the nature of a very great surprise. 
Aside from the amount of time squan- 
dered in discussing idle measures, these 
figures show that our congressmen are 
not, as a rule, fully equipped for their 
legislative duties. While some of them, 
of course, are men of experience and 
ability, who adorn the positions which 
they occupy; there are others who are 
wholly unfitted for the responsibilities 
of public office and who are nothing 
blocks in the way of 
their associates. If each state in the 
union realized the importance of send- 
ing its best men to Washington, the 
yearly sessions of congress would not 
only ‘be considerably shortened, but 
more effective measures. would be en- 
acted. |

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Een 


The most extensive fortification in the 
world, as every one knows, is the Chinese 
wall. According to recent surveys, this 
wall is 1.728 miles in length, reaching from 
the gulf of Pechelee to the confines of 
Turkestan. 

This remarkable structure passes up steep 
mountains, down into gorges and ravines, 
crosses rivers, valleys and plains, seem- 
ingly regardless of obstacles. It is 25 feet 
thick at the bottom, and 15 feet at the 
top, and from 25 to 3% feet in height, with 
flanking turrets or towers 25 to 40 feet 
high, every 200 or 300 yards during its en- 
tire length. The exterior walls are of well- 
cut granite blocks; the interior is filled 
with earth and stone, and the passage- 
way is paved with bricks 1 foot square. 
Its erection was begun in 211 B. C., and it 
was uesigned to protect the northern fron- 
tier of China against the savage tribes of 
Siberia. 

An interesting discovery of two mounds 
in the form of animals has recently been 
made in Wisconsin. One of these mounds 
is thought to have been intended for a 
deer. Both are about two and one-half 
feet above the surrounding ground, and 
their outlines are very plain. Tail, 26 feet; 
body, xz feet long, 19 feet wide; neck, 13 
feet long; antlers, 10 feet long and about 
§ feet spread; head, 18 feet from end of 
nose to antlers: 6 feet 7 inches from neck 
to foreleg; 18 feet long; hind leg, 19 feet 
9 inches long, and 7 feet 10 inches wide 
where the body is joined. The neck of 
the animal extends exactly east and west, 
the head being at the east end. The 
antlers and nose extend in a line directly 
north and south, the nose pointing south. 
Some fifty feet south of the first mound 
is another, which takes the form of a 
rat. The tail is very long, extending con- 
siderably over 100 feet. The body is about 
25 feet long. No plew has ever marred 
either of these mounds, and so distinct 
are they that it seems curious they have 
never been noticed before to be animal 
mounds of the ancient moundbuilders. 
Both mounds are but a short distance from 
a plateau upon which are a number of 
round mounds, which have never been 
previously investigated.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Editor Constitution—Your editorial leader 
of vesterday headed “There Must Be a 
Change” is especially pertinent in the light 
of recent events. Not only does the pro- 
tection of persons and property already 
with us demand reform in the enforcement 
of criminal laws, but also do the imm!i- 
grants and investments that we hope to 
get require it. But in the adoption of penal 
laws it must be kept in mind that law 
was not intended as an instrument of 
popular vengeance, and justice is not -al- 
ways best administered by the swift. The 
reaction resulting from severe punishment 
of doubtful guilt and of trials in an at- 
mosphere of passion sows seed of rebellion 
against law that develops into a larger 
crop of crime. If the belief ever takes root 
in a county that criminal law is enforced 
in a partial manner and friendly toward a 
clique, faction or party, then there are al- 
ways men among the unfavored side strong 
enough and desperate enough to protest in 
open violence. Every solicitor general of 
Georgia can name localities in his cricuit 
where politics powerfully affects jury ver- 
dicts. 

I believe that first among the proposed 
reforms should be the expansion of the 
power of changing venue in the superior 
court judges and of the power of reviewing 
by the supreme court the discretion of the 
superior courts in its .exercise. Prior to 
the act of 189 it was almost impossible 
for a judge of a superior court to ¢hange 
the venue in a criminal case, even if he 
thought best. The law is so inflexible in 
this direction that it cost Bibb county 
more than $10,000 in the Tom Wolfolk case. 
The act of 1895 unties the hands of the 
superior court, but is silent as to the right 
to review by the supreme court, and the 
construction of this act by the higher tri- 
bunal is awaited with much interest. If 
the supreme court should undertake to re- 
judge the subordinate judges on the point 
of discretion, or if the legislature should 
provide especially for this to be done, then 
I think the first radical step has been made 
in the the direction of better times. There 
is an atmosphere of anger and prejudice 
which prevades communities at times like 
a contagion and neither education, social 
standing, wealth, office nor station exempts 
one from its influence. Does anybody sup- 
pose that one of the Dauntless’ crew would 
be convicted by a Glynn county jury if 
tried under the charge of violating neu- 
trality laws by aiding the Cuban insurrec- 
tion? Would it not be equally absurd to 
expect an impartial verdict from a Spanish 
jury if an American were tried before it 
today charged with plotting against Spain 
in Cuba’s beha We all remember how 
partisan prejudices percolated the brains

the Tilden-Hayes arbitration in 1876. Even 
so great and wise a man as Roger B. 
Taney was unquestionably influenced by 
the traditions of a lifetime, in forming 
his decision in the famous Dred Scott case, 
If men of great eminence and ability, hold- 
ing lucrative positions for life, freed 
far as man can be from the hope of re- 
ward and the fear of punishment, are 4j- 
verted from the pathway of abstract duty 
by master passions, then how can members 
of the average jury be expected to defy 
public sentiment when in the jury boxes? 
In sparsely settled sections a man’s 
neighbors are few in number and there 
fore are valuable to him by invers: 
Remote settlements increase mutuas! 
pendence among neighbors and deer 
the likelihood of one offending the 
mainder. It requires a man of cour

few will do it where the testimony allows 
’& choice of verdicts and a compromise with 
conscience. 

The frequent experiences of our state 
prove this proposition without additional 
argument. 

What comfort is it to the prisoner for the 
courts to pursue the forms of law 
with artistic nicety when he is ¢ 
with a jury which wears the 
jacket of overwhelming public hat, 
viction under such auspices raises ten 
private insurgents against law from the 
audience where it convicts One prisoner in 
the box. 

It is no reflection upon any community 
that such a conviction should occur” Men 
everywhere are alike in elementary points, 
regardless of station. The certainty ana 
promptness of English criminal! law which 
you cite, is true, I have watched from the 
spectators’ seats the English courts in op- 
eration. I wish we had their system. The 
judges do not preside over the counties in 
which they reside, nor do they preside over 
the same circuit twice in 
are they elected. They are appointed by 
the crown, are sent out from the seat of 
government, London, and are chosen pure- 
ly and solely upon grounds of character 
and legal attainments. The poputation is 
dense everywhere and the ay, juror 
drawn for the trial of the rarely 
knows the prisoner or a large proportion 
of his own county people. He is therefore 
as free from popular influence as are ju- 
rors in our large American cities. We can 
establish some of these conditions here. 
Then, and not till then, can we enjoy that 
protection of life and liberty which is a 
blessing to England; and I believe the best 
step in this direction is an enlargement of 
change of venue powers. Certainly no one 
can hope to strengthen the moral power of 
judicial punishment by driving an accused 
man into trial in the face of a tornado of 
popular anger, while the air on the out- 
side of the courthouse vibrates with mut- 
tered threats of mobs and lynching. | 
think it safe to say that a man who will 
organize a mob to hang a helpless pris- 
oner will perjure himself to get on the 
jury, and the man whe will be a member of 
a lynching party would as readily volunteer 
on a lynching jury. Our state has nothing 
to lose by maintaining its maxim, ‘‘Wis- 
dom, Justice and Moderation.’ 

The extra expense of a change of venue 
is slight; sometimes the expense is not in- 
creased. This is cheaper than’extra guards, 
to say nothing of the cost of repeated new 
trials and mistrials. 

So long as lawyers who prosecute take 
advantage of the pressure of public senti- 
ment to convict, the lawyer who defends 
will avail himself of the loopholes of the 
law. A fair-minded people will not hold 
one blameable more than the other. It is 
the duty of the judiciary and for the wel- 
fare of the state that every citizen accused 
of crime be allowed an impartial forum: 
without it there is little difference between 
swift trials in the courthouse and swift 
trials under the gallows tree.

Many Present to Witness Ceremony. 

There were many present in the corridors, 
in the adjoining offices, in the courtroom, 
distinguished lawyers and responsible citi- 
zens, who felt that a new era in Georgia 
jurisprudence was about to be inaugrated. 
Judge J. H. Lumpkin was there to swear 
the new judges in; the original judges were 
there to welcome their future fellow-work- 
ers; and the new judges were there, nerv- 
ous, of course, under the weight of im- 
pending responsibility, but with shoulders 
broad enough to carry any load. 

The proceedings were few and simple—an 
oath and an order—the oath taken by the 
new judges, and the order consolidating the 
whole into one body, whose future, it is 
assured, will be worthy of the past history 
of that illustrious bench. 


The Oath Taken. 
Judge Fish, with the Bible in one hand, 
read the oath which inaugurated the court 
of six—the oath joined in by his associates, 


as follows: 

“I, William H. Fish, do solemnly swear 
that I will ad istrate justice without re- 
spect to poor rich; that I will faith- 
fully and impartially discharge all the du- 
ties incumbent @n me as associate justice 
of the supreme urt of this state, accord- 
ing to the best of my ability and under- 
standing and agréeable to the laws and con- 
stitution of this/state, and the constitution 
of the United States. So help me God! 

“I do furth swear that I am not the 
holder of any public money due tnis state 
unaccounted /for; that I am not the holder 
of any office/of trust under the government 
of the Uniged States, nor of either of the 

tes, nor of any foreign state; 
ave attained the age of thirty 
years and have been a citizen of this state 
three years, and have practiced law for 
seven years, and that I am otherwise quali- 
fied to hold said office according to the con- 
@ stitution and laws of Georgia, and that I 
- will support the constitution of the United 
States. So help me God!”

The railroads of Georgia are in a stew 
just now because of théir liability for tax- 
ation under the Glenn law.

Attorney General Thinks There Is No 
Escaping It—Secretary Candler 
Says| Georgia Will Be Served 
if All Have To Have 
Offices. 


The election of justices of the peace held 
last Saturday will cost the state of Geor- 
gia the neat sum of $12,000! 

This tax was altogether unlooked for 
by the legislature when it passed the bill 


| of last Saturday is a fully recognized state 
election. Every one of the 1,500 justices 
of the peace elected gets his commission 
straight from the governor's office, and 
the proper officers are at this moment pre- 
paring them for delivery. 

“As to the act of the last legislature 
relative to managers and clerks, of all ex- 
cept municipal elections, I could not ven- 
ture an official opinion, and it would ba 
manifestly improper for me to give such 
an opinion until properly called upon. 
Speaking off-hand, however, and not to 
affect a more formal opinion in the mak- 
ing of which { may have other facts be- 
fore me, T would say that the late elec- 
tion comes under the operations of the 
Blalock bill. 

Bill Covers the Election. 

“Tt will be recollected that that bill pro- 
vides that all managers and clerks shall 
be allowed compensation out of the county 
treasuries for their services. This would 
plainly include the election for justices of 
the peace held throughout the state on 
last Saturday. That act provides that 
the county authorities of the various coun- 
ties shall fix such compensation as they 
may deem reasonable for the managers 
and clerks, and in the event the county 
authorities fail to fix such compensation, 
that each manager shall receive $2 and 
each clerk, not exceeding three at a pre- 
cinct, $1, to be paid by the county treas- 
urer on_orders issued by the county au- 
thorities. 

Counties Taken by Surprise. 

“The law further provides that the com- 
pensation shall be fixed before election 
day. Here is where the hitch comes in. 
As the act has not yet been published 
there are few, if any, county authorities 
acquainted with its provisions, hence it is 
not at all likely that the compensation 
of the maragers and clerks has been fixed 
in eny county itn the state. If not fixed to 
the contrary before last Saturday, every 
manager in the state will be entitled to 
$2 and every clerk $1, to be paid from the

Young Man To Whom She Was En- 
gaged with Her to the End. 


FLANAGAN, THE MURDERER, GROWS RESTLESS 


Says He Did Not Intend To Kill the 
Young Lady, but Wanted To 
Shoot Allen. 


This morning at 6 o’clock the remains of 
Miss Ruth Slack will be carried to Greene 
county, Where they will be interred beside 
the grave of Mrs. Dixon Allen in the family 
burial grounds near White Plains. 

The death of the young lady, which oc- 
curred yesterday morning at 4 o’clock, was 
the most tragic incident of the horribie 
tragedy. 

She was merely a visitor at the home of 
the Allens and had been there only two 
days, when the bullet from the pistol of 
Flanagan shattered her spinal column and 
produced a wound from which it was 
known she could not recover. In a few 
months she was to have been married to 
Mr. Will Speer, a prominent young man 
from Montgomery, who is in the railroad 
business. -The young man was at the 
deathbed yesterday morning and witnessed 
the passing away of his sweetheart, who 


died after several hours of the most acyte 
suffering. i 

Until just before her death Miss Stack 
was thoroughly conscious. She knew {hat 
the end was near and gave explici. in- 
structions as to what disposition she wish- 
ed to be made with what effects she left 
behind. 

She had been fond of horseback rlding 
and last year her father had given u fine 
animal to her, which she prized above all 
her possessions. 

Just before she died yesterday morning 
she turned to her aged father who was by 
her side: 

“Take good care of, my pony,” she said. 
*“T love him because you geve him to me.” 

Her father promised to keep the horse 
all his life and care tenderly for it. With 
wonderful fortitude the young lady held 
up. Her agony was excruciating, but only 
once did she give any indication of how 
intense her suffering was.

The commissioner estimates that if 
the street railway companies in St. Louis 
had paid as much tax out of their gross 
earnirgs they would even after that been 
able to have paid an 18 per cent dividend 
upon the cepital actually invested or 4% 
per cent on the watered value.

The result of the labor bureau’s investt- 
gation shows that street railways in Mis- 
souri are permitted to escape the payment 
of large sums as taxes which they should 
pay. He says that this is because the 
street railways have political power. 

“How is it the city collector who sends 
to jail a peddler or huckster who neglects 
to pav his vehicle license, will entirely 
overlook the failure of a street railway 
company to pay license on scores of cars? 

“Does not the answer Ife in the fact that 
the street railways wield a tremendous 
political power? Street railway officials 
can well afford to contribute a few thou- 
sand dollars to a political party in order 
to obtain influence with party managers; 
for, with the political leverage of -high 
standing in the councils of a dominant 
political party, they count on obtaining 
franchises .and other contributions. The 
street railway company which can mass 
its employes at a primary election and 
elect its friénds, or defeat its foes, wields 
a power of which some public officials 
Btand im mortal dread. Were the public 
mindful of its rights and interests, were 
its servarts held to a ‘strict account of 
their. stewardship, then public officials 
might be brought to pay some regard to 
public interests instead of bending their 
energies toward serving private corpora- 
tions.”’

Mountaineers Discredit the Pretty Helen 
Dorsey's Sworn Evidence. 


SHE GAVE, THEM AWAY ON TRIAL 


One of Them Looked Sleepy on the 
Morning After the Revenue Of- 
ficer Was Shot. 


The United States court started on the 
new year yesterday morning and the very 
first case that came up was of more than 
usual interest. 

Will and Arthur Strickland, Gus Hum- 
Phries and Harrison Wilson were charged 
with shooting Deputy E. T. McAfee, who, 
with Deputy Roberts, visited Buford on 
government business last July. 

The day was consumed by the hearing of 
evidence for the prosecution. The govern- 
ment’s attorneys undertook to show that 
McAfee had been shot as the result of a 
conspiracy entered into by the four men 
who are charged with the crime. Among 
the witnesses were several mountaineers 
and other unique characters. Most interest 
attaches to the testimony of Miss Helen 
Dorsey, who lives in the neighborhood of 
Buford. She is a pretty young woman and 
although every eye in the courtroom was 
glued on her, figuratively speaking, she 
gave her evidence without any embar- 
rassment. 

‘She testified that Harrison Wilson had 
told her that he and “the,boys’” had made 
the revenue officers run the night before. 
This was on the morning after the shoot- 
ing took place, she said, and he looked 
sleepy, as though he had been up the nighy 
before. She said she hadn’t questioned him. 
ffe gave the information voluntarily. 

Wilson's attorney asked Miss Dorsey if 
she' had not stated that she was to receive 
$000 if she could convict parties for the 
shoéting of McAfee, and if she had not told 
certain persons that she was employed as a 
detective to look into the case and run 
dowrs the guilty ones. To these questions 
Miss Dorsey answered in the negative and 
the éettorney failed to show that she had 
any interest in the case. The defense af- 
terwards tried to impeach her evidence. 

Mrs. Mary Pepper, the wife of a farmer 
who lives near the place where the shoot- 
ing occurred, wa; put on the stand by the 
prosecution, but failed to give any evidence 
that went to show that the men on trial 
did the shooting. When questioned by the 
defense she swore that she would not be- 
lieve Miss Dorsey on oath. 

Deputy Roberts, who was with Deputy 
McAtee at the time of the shooting, told 
the circumstance of the conspiracy. He 
stated that he and his fellow officer drove 
to the house of one of the Stricklands and 
searched it. Some time after leaving and 
while driving along the road, they were 
fired on from .ambush and McAfee was 
wounded in the head. Mr. Roberts’s evi- 
dence closed the testimony for the prosecu- 
tion. 

The first witness introduced by the de- 
fense was an old farmer named W. G. 
Pepper. He testified that he would not be- 
lieve Miss Dorsey on oath. Several other 
witnesses were introduced by the defense 
and their testimony was for the purpose of 
impeaching Miss Dorsey. Most of them 
stated that they would not believe her on 
Oath. | 

The defense, owing to the nearness of the 
adjournment hour, did not introduce its 
important witnesses yesterday fter- 
noon, but will conclude its side of the case 
this morning. 

The theory of the prosecution is that the 
prisoners intended to kill both the revenue 
otticers in order to prevent them from serv- 
ing warrants and capturing stills.

Dalton Says That His Poverty Moved 


Him To Burglarize a Store. 

Richard Dalton, a neatly dressed young 
white man, twenty-five years of age, whose 
home is in New York city, and who says 
he has a rich wife, was arrested yesterday 
afternoon on the charge of burglary. Hie 
acknowleiges his crime and the excuse he 
gives is most extraordinary. 

About two weeks ago Gammage’s gro- 
cery store at Oakland, near Fort McPher- 
son, was robbed one night of a large quan- 
tity ef sugar, coffee and meats. 

Chief of Police Ryan, of that town, af- 
ter two weeks of detective work, fastened 
the burglary on young Dalton, who is a 
locomotive engineer. Dalton came to At- 
lanta from Cincinnati three weeks ago and 
wus entertained at the barracks by some 
ola friends. While there he discovered Miss 
Daisy Lewis, a buxom young girl, living at 
Bunker Hill, a small settlement near the 
fort. He said that she was his niece and 
they renewed the old relationship. 

The girl was in destitute circumstances. 
She had neither money nor visible means 
of support. Dalton was in the same pre- 
dicament. He says he had some money 
when he came to Atlanta, but spent it all 
the first week. According to his story, 
starvation stared him and his kinswoman 
in the face. It was starve or steal with 
him. and like Jean Val Jean, Hugo’s hero, 
Dalton decided to steal. So he left his 
niece’s home in the dead of night, and go- 
ing to the grocery store broke open the 
front door. ransacked the stock and stole 
as much as he could carry to the home of 


the girl. 

Yeaterday morning Officer Ryan found 
out where the stolen goods had been taken, 
and with a wagon he recovered a large 
amount of merchandise. Dalton rem@eined 
at the girl’s home, where he wags placed 
under arrest yesterday afternoon. At first 
he stoutly denied his guilt, but to a Consti- 
tution man last night he made a full con- 
fession in his cell, claiming it was either 
theft or starvation, as° he could mot get 
work and had no money. 

Dalton says that he has a 
children living in Brooklyn. 
his wife has large real estate int 
is worth fully $40,000. 

Just why he left her, Dalton refuses to 
tell. He dodges the question by stating 
that he had a perfect right to go wherever 
he pleased. He denies that a divorce has 
ever been granted, but ‘seems to cherish 
little love for his family. 

(‘hief Slaughter, of the detective force, 
stated last night that he believes Dalton, 
if that is his name, is a professional crook, 
and that he has operated extensively 
throughout the country. Dalton will be 
measured by the Bertillon system this 
morning, and in a few days ft will prob- 
ably be known if he is wanted anywhere.

The members of 
the Atlanta Woman's Club are especially 
interested in this subject and the ae 
among them is strongly in line with the 
views set forth in The Constitution. 

An editorial in The Constitution yesterday 
which put the matter before the womans 
club of this city, was the subject of a 
the ladies. The 
article suggested that the club. give its 
influence a practical turn and take up the 
movement in favor of larger patronage - 
Home merchants and thus render a patri- 
otic service to the city. Without exception 
the ladies were hi. ased with the spirit and 
tone of the article and expressed them- 
selves in terms of unqualified approval 
of it.

“It is with great pleasure,” said she, 
“that I have the editorial in this 
morning’s Constitution in regard to the 
question of patronizing home industries, 
and I hope that I may be allowed to em- 
phasize all that has been so well sald by 
the writer of that article, and at the same 
time add a few words from the inside of 
the ‘woman’s club.’ 

“In this article is recommended to the 
club the consideration of a subject which 
always has been the foundation 
stones, namely, ‘encouraging of home en- 
terprises.’ When the club was formed 
eighteen months ago, the initial, adress of 
its president contained a stirring appeal 
to its members to begin the new life as 
club women by becoming better citizens, 
and the first step to be taken in that di- 
rection would be a determination to en- 
courage home industries by patronizing 
those merchants who have proven them- 
selves worthy they bring to 
our doors the same fabrics which hereto- 
fore we have thought could only be found 
in the shops of Paris or New York. In our 
clubroom hangs a ten-foot frame, filled 
with the business cards of the various 
houses in our city, representing all kinds 
of trades from the butchers, bakers and 
candlestick makers to the swellest estab- 
lishments of jewels, laces and cloths, 
well as the fashionable 
of New York; from this means we 
a@ handsome income of nearly $1,00 a year, 
so the feeling of is strong 
among the club women of our city. 

“Our merchants are awake to their in- 
terest, and long since have felt that this 
body of women, nearly 30 strong, in our 
midst, would exert an of ma- 
terial advantage to them in this question 
of keeping money at home. And we are 
coing it. Papers upon this subject are 
read, which set forth the duty of our 
men, say nothing of it as our business 
enterprise. We are also interested yo 
another question of vital importance to our 
city, our department of -.home economics 
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is considering the question of a city mar- 
ket, and are ready to aid in solving the, 
question of how to get it. You will find 
us ready to move in and all other 
improvements for our city’s advancement. 

“We are working only for higher 
culture among the better educated class 
of women, but helping to unblock the ranks 
of th uneducated presenting 
to them opportunitfes of great value in 
the line of cheap* lectures from America’s 
best scholars, and by aiding in the estab- 
of night schools among factory 
children, furthering the interests of free 
kindergartens establishing among the 
mothers of the children, night clubs, meet- 
ing with them ourselves and teaching them 
to make and serve daintily a simple sup- 
per, then aiding them in whatever practicai 
sewing or mending they have brought with 
them, while some one reads a story ful! 
of a higher thought and sentiment than 
their tired brain could have found aione, 
fortunately the highest and loftiest 
thoughts are always the simplest, so our 
selection is sure to be within their limited 
BCODe, as the appreciative smile or co.m- 
ment which impulsively springs to their 
lips conclusively proves. 

“And I am glad to tell you that we are 
doing already all that you have so wisely 
suggested, and much more. All that we 
ask is your good will and patience, and in 
the future we hope to prove that the club 
movement, which now is our state organi- 
zation embraces nearly 4,000 women, has 
for its purpose all that leads to the fos- 
tering and strengthening among our citi- 
zens the noblest and best institutions of 
men and women.” 

When asked of her opinion on the subject, 
Mrs. John King Ottley, president of the 
Woman's Club, said: “I read with interest 
the editorial on the need of fresh interest in 
the patronage of home industries and 
suggesting that the Atlanta Woman's Club 
give attention not only to this question, 
but to other material domestic interests of 
Atlanta. 

“T should like to thank the editor in be- 
half of the club for his expressions of ap- 
preciation of its value and usefulness, and 
assure him, as well as the public, that we 
are keenly alive to the possibilities of good 
suggested in the article.

And all this knowledge will doubtless be 
heard from in time, but meanwhile it may 
be interesting for many jearn what 
Steps have already been taken by the club 
in the matter referred to in the editorial of 
today—that is, patronage by Atlanta wo- 
men of Atlanta stores.” 

“Early in the club’s history, it recog- 
nized the interdependence of the women 
and the merchants, and was prompt to 
encourage home industries by allowing 
them to encourage us. A large at 
the end of the clubrooms is blocked off 
into squares, which are sold. by the year 
at $10 per Square foot to advertisers, who 
may fill them as they please. 

“The two hundred and cighty women 
members of the club guarantee to patron- 
ize these merchants, and last year a list 
of these advertisers was printed in the 
back of the club year book, headed by 
the significant legend: ‘One good turn 
deserves another.’ 

“Men patronize home industry because 
they Tealize the weight of that argument 
that:! ‘You make your living out of us, 
therefore help us to make a living out of 
you.’ 

“Yes, I do think that the club will make 
all of us more practically,” said Mrs. 
Ottley, “and that. githough circumstances 
and customs remove women, it were, 
from a knowledge of commercial inter- 
ests, is only a question of a little time 
till many women will be regulated in the 
buying they do by more then mere 
caprice. 

“But nothing teaches us so effectively as 
an Object lesson, and there are at least 
200 Wwoemen in Atlanta who realize every 
time they look at that advertising board 
that “he revenue of my club comes from 
those advertisers; therefore I must petron- 
ize them.’ The principal dry goods. mer- 
charts all have their representation on 
our board. As an evidence of how much 
less advanced women are than men in 
business methods, it is odd that only one 
woman advertises with the club, and she 
is that beloved little woman—tne mas- 
seuse—Mrs. Annie Smith. And as to dress- 
makers, we have only one, and he is a 
man—a _ tailor.’’

Eighteen months 
Flynn died. The day 
death she signed her will, 
drawn up by Attorney Alex King, who 
signed it as one of the witnesses. The 
will was also signed by Dr. J. A. Childs, 
another witness, The will was then placed 
on record, but was not probated. 

Provisions of the Will. 

The will was signed by Mrs. Flynn, who 
held only a life interest in the property, 
and she gave the estate to her children, 
who were to hold a life interest, with the 
remainder to their children, 

Mrs. Flynn was the mother of Mrs. Mary 
O’Brien, Mr. Thomas F. Flynn, Mrs. Nel- 
lie Meegan, Miss Annie Flynn and Miss 
Catherine Flynn. Miss Catherine Flynn 1s 
now in a convent in Delaware, where she 
is known as Sister Monica. She received 
one-tenth of the estate absolutely, and 
the remainder of the estate was divided 
into four equal shares and divided among 
her four remaining children, each § re- 
ceiving one share, with a life estate with 
the remainder in their children. 


This was the manner in which the prop- 


erty had been willed before by Mrs. 
Flynn’s mother and grandmother. The 
day after the will was signed, Mrs. Flynn 
died, and the last testament was placed on 
record in the office of the ordinary for 
probate. 

The will has never been probated, how- 
ever, as the five children attacked the 
will, asking that it be set aside on the 
grounds that Mrs. Flynn was not of sound 
and disposing mind, and not able to sign 
a will. 

Mr. J. J. Spalding, the propounder of the 
will, then filed a petition in court asking 
that the will be probated, thus becoming 
plaintiff in the case. He is represented 
by Attorneys N. J. & T. A. Hammond and 
Judge John T. Pendleton. The heirs of 
Mrs. Flynn, who are the caveators, are 
represented by Attorneys Payne & Tye, 
James F. O'Neill and Hopkins & Sons, and 
the convent in which Miss Annie Flynn is 
living is represented by Colonel Byrns, of 
Delaware.

THE PLAN IS OUTLINED. 


PRESIDENT BROYLES, OF THE RE- 
TAIL GROCERS, REPORTS. 


Their Income, Salary and Give 
Good References. 


The Atlanta Retail Grocers’ Association 
will consider a plan for a collecting agency 
tonight. The matter was referred to the 
president. Mr, W. O. Broyles, and yester- 
day afternoon, after several days of hard 
work, he arnounced the modus operandi 
which will be adopted by the grocers at 
their meeting tonight, and which will be 
followed hereafter. 

Mr. Broyles has prepared a pamphlet 
with numerous questions relative to the 
debtor’s pecuniary affairs, which he is re- 
quired to fill out before hegean obtain any 
credit. The following are the questions 
which will hereafter determine every man’s 
honesty in Atlanta who buys groceries: 
Directly under the heading of this 
plication for credit,’”’ as it is called, is the 
sentence, ‘“‘Cash needs no references; credit 
does.’’ When a customer applies for credit 
he will be handed one of these papers, 
which he is immediately required to fill 
out. 

The purchaser will be required to give 
his full name and address; the amount of 
goods he expects to purchase each month 
or week; his income or monthly salary; 
place of business; the names of four mer- 
chants with whom he has formerly traded 
references for the past twenty-four 
months: whether he owns any real estate, 
if the deed is in his own name; if not, in 
whose name; if the property is encumbered; 
how long he has lived in Atlanta, or Ful- 
ton county; whether he wishes to settle 
weekly, monthly or annually. The debtor 
is then required to sign an agreement that 
he will settle the account at the time in- 
dicated in the application. 

On the margin of the application will be 
printed the following explanation of the 
purposes of the system: 

“In requesting you to make application 
on this torm the Retail Grocers’ Associa- 
tion of Atlanta seek to protect your inter- 
est as well as their own, by extending 
credit to those who are worthy of it and 
Withholding it from those who are not 
entitled to’ it. If the grucer loses no money 
by losses from bad debts he is able to sell 
his prompt paying custumers cheaper. Our 
motto is to give justice to all.buyers. It is 
the prompt paying men who will fill out and 
sign this application; it is the drones and 
deadbeats wno will complain. The grocer 
who offers to enter your name on his books 
before this application is made out and 
Signed by you is unreliable, unworthy and 
has deliberately falsified his word to the 
Retail Grocers’ Association of Atlanta,’

Customers To Sign Papers—Must Tell

Nearly Every Month of 1896 Broke Some 
Kind of Record. 


RATHER HOT AND VERY DRY! 


Scarcely Any Rain Fell in Some 
Months and a Heavy Snow Came 
Unusually Early. 


Mr.. J. B. Marbury, who has charge of 
the weather office up on top of the federal 
building, says that 1896 was a remarkabie 
year in his line. The winter was mild 
and the summer was hot. During the 
spring and early summer there was a 
drougth so protracted that people almost 
forgot how rain looked. Farmers prayed 
for a “‘good season,’’ but it came not until 
their crops were half burned up. Then 
when the summer was over winter made 
a great bluff at coming on ahead of time. 
There was a heavy snow early in Decern- 
ber, but when that melted the weather 
moderated and the year went out in as 


remarkably warm and dry, with abundant f 
sunshine. 

wus average temperature for the month, 

9 degrees, was three degrees warmer than 
the average, and with the exception of 
1895, the warmest September on record. 
The highest temperature was reached on 
September 18th, when 97 degrees was re- 
corded. The temperature reached or ex- 
ceeded 90 degrees on twelve days. 

"During the month only 1.36 inches of rain 
fell, 2.55 inches less than the normal. Of 
the above amount 1.16 inches fell on the 
9th. Up to the 22d no me sasurable rain 
fell. The prevailing winds were from the 
east, with an average hourly velocity of 
eight miles. The highest velocity was thir- 
ty-two miles per hour from the northwest 
on the 22d, 

“With the exception of rainfall, which 
was deficient, October was about a normal 
month. The average temperature, 61 de- 
grees, was only one degree below the nor- 
msl. Th. highest temperature, 79 degrees, 
was recorded the 6th, and the lowest, 
40 degrees, on the lsh. The total rainfall 
was 1.28 inches, 0.92 below the

Mr. Mar- 
bury prepared the review for the. year, 
Which is given below: 

“The year 189% opened with 
Pleasant weather. January was marked 
by no very unusual atmospheric disturb- 
ances, During the mofith pleasant weatier 
prevailed, the monotony of which was 
broken here and there by occasional rainy 
periods of short duration. The total pre- 
cipitation for the month, 3.12 inches, fell in 
ten days and is 2.87 inches less than. the 
eighteen-year normal. ‘lie coldest weath- 
er was from January Ist to January 6th; 
the coldest day was January 4th, when 
the mercury fell to 14 degrees above zero. 
The highest temperature, 67 degrees, was 
reached on the last day of the month. 
Northwesterly winds prevailed during the 
month with an average hourly velocity of 
about ten miles. The month as a whole 
was much warmer and more pleasant than 
January, 1895. 

‘February opened abnormally warm; a 
cold wave moving in from the west re- 
duced the mercury to a few degrees below 
the freezing point on the 10th. This wave 
was followed by a second and more pro- 
tracted as well as more severe one, which 
reached here on February 16th, and lasted 
six days. During this latter period the 
coldest weather of the year was .experi- 
enced. The mercury registered only 10 
degrees above zero on the morning of 
February 2ist. The average temperature 
for the entire month was 45 degrees, 2 de- 
grees below the normal. The warmest day 
was February 27th, with a maximum tem- 
perature of 69 degrees. Rain or snow fell 
on nine days, giving a total of 3.04 inches 
for the month, which was almost normal. 

‘During most of March abnormaily cold 
weather prevailed with considgrable rain 
during the first half of the month. The 
passage of a cold wave on March 12th 
carried the mercury to freezing on that 
date..A second cold wave had a similar 
effect on 8t. Patrick’s day, while a third 
occurred between March 19th and 2list. The 
average temperature for the month, 49 de- 
grees, was 3 degrees colder than the nor- 
mal. The highest temperature, &0 degrees, 
occurred on March 29th and the lowest, 24 
degrees, on March 12th. The prevalent 
winds were from the northwest with an 
average velocity of about twelve miles per 
hour. The highest velocity of wind was 
forty-four miles per hour from the south- 
west on March 19th. 

“April opened cooler than normal, but 
the cool spell was of short duration, ter- 
minating about April 10th. From April 2d 
to April 25th was a protracted dry spell, 
only .0l inch of rain fell during that time. 
From April 26th to the close of the month 
rain fell’ on each day but April 29th. The 
total railfall for the month was .58 inch, 
2.89 inches less than normal. The average 
temperature, 66 degrees, was 4 degrees 
higher than normal. The highest tempera- 
ture, 89 degrees, occurred on April 17th, 
and the lowest, 36 degrees, on April 8d. 
Northwesterly winds prevailed with an 
average hourly velocity of 9.7 milés. The 
highest velocity was 88 miles per hour, 
from the northwest. Three thunder storms 
occurred, as follows, on April Ist, 24th and 
2tth, 

“May may be characterized as an ab- 
normally hot and dry month. Light show- 
ers fell pn May 2d, 4th and Sth, after whie h 
no precipitaticn occurred until the 2lst: 
from that date to the close of the month 
light showers were of almost d: lily occur- 
revce. During the entire month only 1.95 
inches of yain fell; this is 1.50 inches less 
than rormal. Of the above amount! 1.59 
inches fell on two day Ss, May 26th and 8lst. 
There were but two thunderstorms, one on 
tre 22d and the second cn the 26th. The 
mean temperature, 75 degrees, was 6 de- 
grees ebove the May normal. The highest 
temperature, 91 degrees, was reached on 
the 16th and the lowest, 67 degrees, on the 
sth The prevalent winds were from the 
scuthwest, with an average velocity of 
abov.t 8 miles per hour. A maximum 
Velocity of 30 miles per hour from the 
northwest was recorded on the bth. 

“Jure was about a ncrmal month. Warm 
weather interspersed most of the month. 
The mean temperature, 75 degrees, was 
only 1 degree below the eighteen year 
normal. The highest was 94 degrees, on 
the 26th, and the lowest, 55 degrees, on the 
14th. Northa@esterly winds prevailed with 
an average velocity of 8.5 miles per hour. 
The highest velocity was reached on the 
23d, when 34 miles per hour from the 
southwest was recorded. 

“While the average temperature for 
July was normal, the last decade of the 
month was exceedingly warm. During the 
last nine days of the month the tempera- 
ture averaged about 6 degrees in excess 
of the normal. The mean temperature was 
78 degrees. @ ie highest, 96 degrees, on the 
30th, and the lowest, 60 degrees, on the 
9th, The total rainfall, seven thunder 
storms occurred during the month, as fol- 
lows: on the 3d, 6th, 12th, 15th, 16th, 22d 
and 26th. 

‘The total rainfall was 7.55 inches, which 
is 3.11 inches in excess of normal. Of this 
amount 6.18 inches fell in three days, the 
6th, 7th and 8th. The major. portion of 
the month was dry. The average hourly 
velocity of the wind was 8 miles, and 
the prevailing direction from the north- 
west; 34 miles per hour from the 
northeast on the Sth was the highest 
velocity reached during the month, 

‘“‘August was a record breaker, both as 
regards temperature and precipitation, It 
was the warmest and driest August ex- 
perienced in this vicinity during eighteen 
years. The mean temperature was 80 
degrees, 4 degrees in: excess of the normal 
and 1 degree warmer than any August 
since the establishment of the weather 
bureau station in this city. The temper- 
ature averaged about 1 degree a day 
warmer than normal. The highest tem- 
perature, 96 degrees, was recorded on the 
12th. The temperature passed the 90 
degree mark on seventeen days. In con- 
junction with this abnormally high tem- 
perature, there was a marked dificiency in 
rainfall. Measurable rain fell on but six 
days, during which time 1.97 inches of 
rain. fell. This amount is 2.58 inches below 
the August normal and the _  gmallest 
amount for any similar month in eighteen 
years, 

“The prevalent winds were from the 
northeast, with an average velocity of 7.2 
miles per hour. The month was compara- 
tively free from electrical storms, there 
being but five thunder storms during the 
month, the most severe of which occurred 
on August 4th, when several trees and one 
building in the city were struck by 
lightning. 

“So far as temperature was concerned, 
September was a record breaker. It was

The average teinpera- 
ture, 44 degrees, Was 1 degree below the 
normal ‘Tle highest temperature, 69 de- 
grees, was teached on the 8th, and the 
lowest, 20 degrees, on the 25th. The total 
amount of yrecipitation was 1.42 inches, 
3.07 inches below normal. 

“The prevailing winds 
northwest, an average hourly velocity of 
miles.

Celumbia, 8S. C., January 4.—(Special.)— 
In this stat> the secretary of state has 
charge of the christening of companies of 
every description and makes his annual 
report to the :‘egislature. This report is 
now being prepared. 

It will show that during the year 151 new 
ente rprises were chartered. Under the law 
a charter is not issued until 50 per cent of 
the proposed capital has been subscribed 
and 20 per cent paid in. 

Twelve of the companies were cotton 
mills with $1,950,000 capital. In addition to 
this sevecal large mills doubled their capac- 
ity daring the vear.

“The situation is just this,” said Sheriff 
Nelms, “I am responsible to the county 
for the handling of prisoners, and I pro- 
pose to select my own men who shall do 
this. I have all respect for the authority 
of every judge in the county, and of course 
I shall not attempt to override their au- 
thority, but no one except my own balliffs 
will have anything to do with the prison- 
That is certain. The two bailiffs who 
have been sworn in by Judge Berry will 
probably have other things to do, but they 
will not have the custody of any of my 
prisoners, as I shall see to that by appoint- 
ing my own officers to take the prisoners 
from the jail to Judge Berry’s court, to 
watch them while there and then to carry 
them back to jail.’’ 

Since the question of jurisdiction has 
arisen, there seems to be considerable 
doubt regarding the authority by which 
the bailiffs of this court are to be ap- 
pointed. The state code is rather shy about 
the matter, and it is only in one section 
that the question is touched upon in the 
least, and that section only says that 
the bailiffs shall be paid at the rate of 
$600 per annum. This is as far as the sec- 
tion goes, however, and fails to say who 
shall appoint the bailiffs, only intimating 
that their term of office shall be twelve 
months. 

Baliliffs Green and Herren are not quite 
positive: who did appoint them last time. 
They say that Judge Westmoreland prob- 
ably did, or it might have been Sheriff 
Barnes, they don’t remember. exactly 
which.
